District  Council. 


Gentlemen, — 

1 have  the  pleasure  of  presenting  my  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  of  your  District,  with  a few  details 
connected  with  the  work  of  the  Sanitary  Department. 

In  it  you  will  find  much  matter,  text,  tables,  &c., 
which  I hope  will  receive  your  deep  consideration,  and 
I again  unhesitatingly  ask  for  your  searching  criticism. 
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As  in  former  years,  and  in  order  that  important 
details  may  not  be  omitted,  the  various  subjects  will  be 
treated  in  the  order  suggested  by  the  Local  Government 
Board’s  Memorandum. 


The  District  is  divided  into  Four  Wards  : — North, 
South,  East  and  West,  its  area  being  1,615  acreas, 
3 roods,  15  poles. 


It  has  an  undulating  surface,  and  the  superficial 
strata  are  composed  of  the  shales  and  sandstones  of  the 
coal  measures. 


The  Industries  remain  as  before,  the  inhabitants  being 
chiefly  coal  miners.  There  is  a little  brickmaking  done, 
and  a little  stone-quarrying. 


Population. 

At  the  1911  census  it  was  6,852,  and  for  making 
statistics  the  population  is  estimated  at  7,532,  and  upon 
this  basis  1 have  calculated  the  various  rates  of  this 
report. 


The  number  of  inhabited  dwelling-houses  at  Cud- 
worth  on  July  1st,  1913,  was  1,433,  and  on  December 
31st,  1913,  was  1,448. 


Taking  the  average  number  of  persons  per  house 
to  be  5^,  we  may  estimate  the  population  at  7,600  at 
the  end  of  the  year. 


All  but  two  of  the  houses  were  of  the  cottage 
class.

SANITARY  MATTERS. 

Water  Supply. 

The  Township  is  still  supplied  with  good  water  from 
Midhope  and  Ingbirchworth,  through  the  Barnsley 
Waterworks. 

The  supply  to  the  higher  parts  of  the  District  has 
been  very  satisfactory,  and  not  like  it  was  a year  or  two 
ago,  when  it  was  constantly  intermitten  with  regular 
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complaints  from  the  householders.  It  is  hard — of  good 
quality — has  no  plumbo-solvent  action,  nor  is  liable  to 
be  in  any  way  contaminated.  It  has  never  (so  far  as  I 
am  aware)  been  proved  to  be  the  cause  of  any  disease  in 
the  districts  supplied. 

Drainage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  Council’s  own  staff  carry  out  the  scavenging, 
and  I can  truly  say  it  is  more  efficiently  done  than  in 
years  gone  by.  During  the  year  4,000  loads  of  refuse 
(2,900  night  soil  and  1,100  dry  refuse)  were  conveyed 
to  the  tips. 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  are  not  giving  satis- 
faction. The  effluent  is  very  bad,  and  complaints  have 
been  made  by  Dr.  Wilson,  Chief  Inspector  to  the  West 
Riding  Rivers  Board. 

The  percolating  filters  are  choked  on  account  of 
the  bad  quality  of  the  tank  effluent  which  is  constantly 
flowing  on  to  them. 

The  tank  effluent  can  only  be  improved  by  giving 
the  sewage  longer  tank  treatment,  and  the  existing 
tanks  are  far  too  small  to  allow  this. 

There  is  a New  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  in  hand, 
which  is  to  be  put  before  che  Council  at  an  early  date. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

At  the  end  of  1913  there  were  in  the  Township—

1 welve  Privies  were  converted  into  Water  Closets, 
and  the  other  22  were  put  in  with  the  25  new  houses  that 
were  erected. 
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Only  one  earth  closet  has  been  constructed  during 
the  last  four  years. 

All  newly  erected  property  is  supervised  by  the 
Surveyor. 

Housing. 

No.  of  Houses  inspected  in  1913,  305.  None  of 
the  houses  were  found  unfit  for  human  habitation. 
No  representations  were  made  with  a view  to  the  making 
of  closing  orders.  236  out  of  the  305  houses  inspected 
under  sub-section  1 of  section  17  of  the  Act,  required 
repairing,  and  these  repairs  were  almost  done  by  the  end 
of  the  year.  The  houses  were,  for  the  most  part,  of 
the  older  type. 

Houses  were  plentiful  to  meet  the  demand,  and 
there  does  not  appear  to  be  any  urgent  deficiency  in 
the  housing  accommodation  for  the  artisan  class, 
although  there  is  a fair  demand  for  new  houses. 

During  the  year  many  backyards  were  paved 
(wholly  or  partially).  Now,  if  all  the  privy  middens 
could  be  abolished,  and  their  places  taken  by  W.C.’s 
and  iron  bins  with  lids  for  the  refuse  from  the  houses 
provided,  backyards  would  be  kept  in  a betters  anitary 
state,  and  infantile  deaths  less  by  diminishing  the 
number  of  cases  of  Summer  Diarrhoea.

During  the  year  53  Nuisances  were  detected  and 
remedied.

Schools. 

Sanitation  is  well  looked  after  in  the  Township. 
The  Schools  in  the  District  suffered  more  or  less 
from  the  various  epidemic  diseases  (mumps,  chicken- 
pox,  scarlet  fever,  and  measles).  In  spite  of  these 
various  epidemics  the  schools  were  kept  open. 

Food  Supply. 

The  Milk  supply  to  the  district  is  of  a good  and 
wholesome  quality. 

The  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  were  inspected  hy 
your  sanitary  staff  about  every  three  months,  and 
were  on  the  whole  in  a satisfactory  sanitary  condition. 

The  Meat  and  Fish  exposed  for  sale  in  the  shops 
and  carts  coming  through  the  district  have  been  inspected 
by  your  Sanitary  Officer  from  time  to  time,  and  no 
unsound  or  diseased  food  was  found. 

There  are  14  Cowkeepers  in  the  district,  all  of 
which  are  registered ; also  4 Milk  Purveyors,  all  of 
which  are  registered.  No  milk  was  traced  to  be  the 
direct  cause  of  any  infectious  disease  in  the  district. 

I he  Bakehouses  were  periodically  visited  and 
found  satisfactory. 
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There  are  only  Three  Slaughter  Houses  in 
regular  use  in  the  district.  Periodical  visits  are  made, 
and  during  slaughtering  when  possible.  The  general 
condition  is  satisfactory. 

Factories  and  Workshops’  Act,  1901. 

There  are  21  Workshops,  consisting  of  Dress- 
making 2,  Millinery  1,  Boot  Repairing  5,  Bakehouses 
4 (none  are  underground),  Joinery  3,  Plumbing  2, 
Blacksmith  1,  Cycle  Repairing  1,  Fellmongering  1, 
Watchmaking  1. 

No  sanitary  defects  were  recorded.

Hospital  for  Infectious  Disease. 

Kendray  Hospital,  at  Ardsley,  is  the  one  to  which 
our  infectious  cases  are  taken.  The  Wards  were  full 
up  with  cases  on  several  occasions,  hence  some  delay 
in  getting  the  unfortunates  away  early— three  cases 
of  Scarlet  Fever  were  treated  at  home,  two  of  which 
were  in  houses  where  it  was  the  only  child — the  other 
died  before  he  could  be  removed. 

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Work.

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Scarlet  Fever. 

There  were  63  cases  met  with  during  the  year — 
every  month  except  January  and  April  had  one  case  or 
more.  Most  were  in  October  (22)  and  November  (9), 
and  at  this  time  of  the  year  it  was  pretty  general 
throughout  the  district. 

Distribution  in  the  Wards.

60  of  the  cases  were  removed  to  Kendray  Hospital, 
where  two  of  them  died.  Two  other  cases  were  treated 
at  home,  there  being  no  room  for  them  in  Hospital. 
Another  died  from  complications  before  he  could  be 
removed.  Prompt  measures  were  adopted  prior  to 
removal  and  afterwards,  and  by  so  doing,  no  doubt,  many 
other  cases  were  avoided.  The  infected  houses  were  ^ 
disinfected  by  fumigation  with  Fora=sh@>  Aldehyde,  and 
Izal,  Disinfectant  Powder  and  Soap  were  plentifully 
supplied. 

Erysipelas. 

There  were  14  cases  notified  during  the  year— 4 
more  than  in  1912.  No  deaths  resulted. 

Whooping  Cough. 

There  was  one  death  from  this  disease,  the  child 
being  under  2 years  old. 

Enteric  Fever  (Typhoid). 

There  were  8 cases  notified  during  the  year,  7 of 
which  were  removed  to  Kendray  Hospital,  6 being  mem- 
bers of  one  family  (father,  mother,  both  of  whom  died, 
and  4 of  their  children),  the  other  returned  home  and 
eventually  went  to  his  mother  in  Derbyshire,  where  he 
had  a relapse  and  was  re-admitted  into  a hospital  and 
subsequently  died. 
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No  Sanitary  defects  could  be  found  in  the  houses 
to  suggest  a likely  cause  of  the  disease.  Neither  could 
it  be  attributed  to  drinking  milk  or  eating  uncooked 
shell-fish  of  any  kind,  as  was  undoubtedly  the  cause  of 
one  of  the  cases  in  1912.  Shell-fish  should  always  be 
boiled  for  a considerable  time  before  eating,  to  destroy 
any  possible  germs  there  might  be  in.  Before  long 
sanitary  authorities  hope  to  have  more  power  to  deal 
with  shell-fish  beds  which  are  apt  to  become  polluted, 
Regulations  are  under  the  consideration  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  for  this  purpose  at  the  present  time. 

Puerperal  Fever. 

One  case  was  met  with  in  the  South  Ward.  Un- 
fortunately the  woman  died.  The  work  done  by  the 
midwives  in  your  district  continues  to  be  satisfactory. 

Diphtheria. 

Six  cases — -five  of  which  were  removed  to  Kendray 
Hospital — were  notified  during  the  year.

One  died  at  home  and  another  in  the  hospital. 
Your  Township  was  very  fortunate  in  not  having  more 
cases,  for  during  the  year  it  was  very  prevalent  through- 
out Yorkshire  and  many  of  the  adjacent  neighbourhoods. 

Chicken  Pox. 

Many  cases  came  under  observation  in  the  North 
Ward  during  the  months  of  April  and  May.  The 
children,  especially  those  who  had  not  been  vaccinated, 
were  very  keenly  examined,  lest  a case  of  small-pox 
might  have  been  over-looked. 

Small-pox. 

Again,  no  case  of  Small-pox  was  met  with  in  or  near 
the  district  during  the  year. 
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Out  of  285  children  born  in  Cudworth  in  1913,  only 
126  were  vaccinated,  as  against  170  in  1912.  The  con- 
scientious objections  against  vaccination  are  steadily 
increasing  year  by  year,  and  some  children  are  only 
slightly  protected  by  one  mark  of  vaccination.  Before 
very  long  small-pox  is  bound  to  be  rampant,  and,  in  my 
opinion,  those  responsible  for  the  proper  protection  of 
the  children  will  be  sorry  for  their  foolishness.  If 
vaccination  is  injurious  to  the  health  of  the  child  or 
wrong,  why  do  we  as  medical  men  vaccinate  our  own 
dear  little  ones.  Why  don’t  we,  as  a body,  say  it  is 
wrong  ? Why  is  it  part  of  the  compulsory  curriculum 
of  the  medical  student  ? 


Measles, 


After  the  August  holidays  a few  cases  of  Measles 
appeared  in  the  East  and  West  Wards  in  September  and 
October,  and  in  November  many  cases  were  met  with 
until  quite  an  epidemic  in  December.  Being  so  near  the 
Xmas  Holidays  I didn’t  advise  closure  of  the  schools, 
hoping  that  after  the  vacation  they  would  have  almost  rftsC'C' 
gone.  Thirteen  deaths  occurred,  and  until  mothers  look 
upon  this  disease  with  more  importance  than  they  do, 
many  more  deaths  will  occur  in  the  future.  It  is  said 
that  more  deaths  occur  annually  from  measles  than 
from  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  and  typhoid  fever  together. 

It  is  a most  dangerous  disease,  especially  in  very  young 
children,  on  account  of  complications,  such  as  acute 
bronchitis,  broncho-pneumonia,  and  meningitis,  which 
often  follow.  All  children  should  be  isolated  in  a warm 
well  ventilated  room  for  14  to  16  days. 


Diarrhcea. 

Six  deaths  (all  children  under  2 years  old  but  one) 
occurred).  The  summer  months  were  not  so  hot  as  in 
191 2,  consequently  there  were  less  house  flies  bred  to 
distribute  the  germs  for  this  disease.  The  conversion 
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of  privy  middens  into  water  closets  assists  in  removing 
this  disease,  and  I am  pleased  to  see  the  Council  is 
carrying  out  this  reform  gradually,  until  the  sewage 
scheme  is  complete. 


Tuberculosis. 

During  the  year  10  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were 
diagnosed — 6 being  Pulmonary  (4  of  which  are  still 
alive)  and  4 of  other  parts  (3  of  which  are  dead).  One 
of  the  former  left  Cudworth  for  her  native  air,  and  with 
what  ultimate  results  I don’t  know. 


Sanitorium  treatment  was  taken  advantage  of  in 
one  case,  the  man  returning,  feeling  much  better,  and 
had  increased  his  weight  by  nearly  a stone,  but,  un- 
fortunately after  his  return  home  the  old  condition 
turned  up  again,  and  this  time  with  throat  complications. 


Cause  of  Consumption. 

Phlegm  of  Consumption  is  coughed  out  into  the 
air,  it  becomes  dry,  and  when  disturbed,  either  naturally 
or  unnaturally,  the  germs  or  microbes  are  inhaled  into 
the  system,  chiefly  by  breathing. 


Sanatorium  treatment  is  doing  good  work,  especially 
in  the  early  stages  of  the  disease,  many  lives  being  saved, 
and  even  in  the  more  advanced  stages,  it  may  be  arrested 
under  suitable  conditions.  Not  only  that  it  is  teaching 
the  unfortunate  ones  a lesson,  for  when  coughing,  they 
spit  into  a bottle,  which  they  always  carry  with  them, 
containing  some  form  of  disinfectant,  or  a piece  of  rag, 
or  paper,  which  is  afterwards  burnt.  Now,  the  untaught 
ones  spit  their  phelgm  about  the  house,  in  the  streets, 
railway  carriages,  in  fact,  everywhere,  except  in  a

spittoon — this  dries,  and  becoming  dust  is  exceedingly 
dangerous — this  being  one  of  the  commonest  ways  it  is 
spread  from  one  person  to  another.  Dispensary  treat- 
ment is  now  given  at  Barnsley,  and  here  our  patients  go 
when  necessary. 

There  was  one  death  from  Pulmonary  Phthisis 
during  the  year,  and  three  from  other  Tubercular 
Diseases,  including  Tubercular  Meningitis.

Respiratory  Diseases. 

Eight  Deaths  occurred  from  Bronchitis,  seven  from 
Broncho-Pneumonia,  two  from  Acute  Lobar  Pneumonia, 
and  two  from  Acute  Laryngitis,  that  is  19  together 
Six  of  these  occurred  under  the  age  of  one.  The  death- 
rate  is  2*52  per  1,000  of  the  population.

The  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  is  3*45.

The  number  of  Deaths  registered  in  the  district  was 
99  (50  males  and  49  females).  15  deaths  of  residents 
occurred  in  hospitals  and  infirmaries  outside  the  district, 
and  three  of  the  number  of  deaths  registered  were  of 
non-residents — therefore  111  actual  deaths  of  Cudworth 
residents  during  the  year. 

Corrected  Death  Rate. 

Subtracting  those  dying  in  the  district,  but  not 
belonging  to  it  (3)  and  adding  those  dying  out,  but 
belonging  to  it  (15),  we  have  the  real  death  rate  14‘73. 
Six  of  the  deaths  were  certified  by  the  corner.

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The  death  rate  is  much  higher  than  it  would  have 
been,  had  it  not  been  for  so  many  deaths  (15)  occurring 
in  Hospitals,  and  five  twin  babies  dying  when  a few  days 
old,  so  I think  you  will  agree  with  me  when  I ask  you  to 
consider  that  our  Birth  Rate  entitles  us  to  a certain 
amount  of  latitude  in  the  Death  Rate,  compared 
with  other  towns,  which  have  a much  lower  birth  rate, 
for  it  means  the  presence  of  a larger  number  of  children 
of  tender  age,  in  whom  the  death  rate  is  especially  high. 
Seventeen  babies  died  before  they  were  a month  old. 


Thegreatest  number  of  deaths  occurred  in  December, 
15;  February,  12;  June,  11;  October  and  November, 
10  each;  and  the  least  in  March  and  August,  4 each; 
three  being  visitors  who  died.

Infantile  Mortality. 

During  the  year  34  deaths  (one  more  than  in  1912) 
in  children  under  one  year  old  occurred.  This  yields  a 
death  rate  of  119  per  1,000  births,  and  is  equivalent  to 
one  death  in  8‘40.

Now  23  of  these  34  babies  died  by  the  age  of  six 
months,  and  noting  that  nine  died  from  Feeble  Vitality 
from  Birth  and  four  from  Prematurity,  I consider  the 
Infantile  Mortality  exceptionally  low  for  a colliery  district. 

Births. 

There  were  285  (140  males  and  145  females) 
registered  in  your  district  in  1913,  giving  a birth  rate  of 
37*83  per  1,000  population  per  annum,  being  an  increase 
of  10  over  the  previous  year.  This  rate  is  00*92  more 
than  in  1912. 
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Illegitimate  children  20 — 9 more  than  in  1912 — 
this  rate  is  2*65,  and  is  equivalent  to  one  in  every  14*25 
children  born  during  the  year.  Some  were  imported 
cases.  Two  of  these  died,  one  at  a month  old  from 
arrested  development,  the  other  at  7 months  old  from 
Diarrhoea. 

As  to  Months. 

Most  were  in  July,  32;  May,  31;  January,  28; 
October,  25  ; and  least  in  February,  17  and  December,  18.

Meteorology. 

The  total  rainfall  for  the  year  is  21*68  inches, 
compared  with  35*36  inches  for  1912.  Rain  fell  on  165 
days  during  the  year — January  12th  having  the  greatest 
fall,  viz.:  1*51  inches.  It  was  very  wet  in  January, 
March,  April,  May  and  October,  and  very  dry  in  June 
*59  of  an  inch. 


The  summer  was  not  a hot  one,  rarely  reaching 
over  75  degress,  except  on  one  occasion,  when  the  read- 
ing was  nearly  83*5  degrees  on  August  3rd. 
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In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Sanitary  Committee  for  the  courtesy 
and  co-operation  I have  always  received  when  matters 
relating  to  the  health  of  the  Township  were  under 
consideration.
